Jockey Morgan in the stand to explain. Both 
rider and owner claimed the colt had the habit 
of bearing in and would never run his race un- 
less he could get to the front early. 

it was a bad day for favorites, Carnero, at 
1 to 3, was the only betting choice to win. He 
was in the soft spot of ths day and tha fifth 
race. Morgan rode Carnero, and lingering in 
third place to the stretch turn, cut the colt loose 
there. He won in a canter. 

“Umbrella” McGuigan had a good day, win- 
ning two races with Hazeldeau and Mordecai. 
His party was sanguine over Hazeldeau, her 
price being cut from 8 to l to 6 to 1 under wise 
play. She is a half sister to Ben Edor and raced 
away from her field as though it was a fixture. 

Mordecai scored in the closing race, but only 
after he had gamely stood a long, hard drive 
through the stretch with The Tory. The latter 
was the “good thing” for the race, backed from 
fives to threes. He seemed to be a trifle short 
and weakened at the end. Morrison rode a good 
race on Mordecai. 

Hamlin— thanks to Burns’ good handling- 
won the second race, and Harry McCouch, 
backed with reason by his owner, won the third 
race in a hard drive from Queen Safie and 
Dan Huger. The latter had bad racing luck 
and ran a grand race.
